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Reasons of Allowance 

The Status of Claims 

Claims 17-24,29,31,33-34,36-38 are pending. 
Claims 17-24,29,31,33-34,36-38 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The close prior art to the current invention is Romanenko et al (WO 01/087798). 

Romanenko et al (EP 1205241) discloses the following abstract:

However, the instant invention differs from the prior art in that a second set pores having 
a pore diameter between 5,000 angstroms and 20,000 angstroms; 34% of total Hg porosity 
occurs in pores having a diameter of about 5,000 angstroms; furthermore, there is an 
unexpected result over Romanenko with respect to increased 4-CBA removal rate as shown in 
table 1 on page 15. Therefore, the claimed invention would not have been obvious to the person 
with an ordinary skill in the art.
